ADVICE THAT IS GOOD. 


The National Foreign Trade Council, of 
which 
James A. Farrell 
of the 
United 
States steel corporation is chairman, has 
adopted resolutions declaring the United 
States should assist world rehabilitation by 
extending long-term credit to foreign cus­ 
tomers and by a tariff policy “which will 
make it possible and profitable for other 
countries to sell to us in 
order that they 
may buy from us.” 
Mr. Farrell goes even 
further. 
He suggests that the allied in­ 
debtedness to the United States be trans­ 
ferred to the form of investments or owner­ 
ship in foreign property. 
Mr. Farrell is a big man and his voice 
carries far; and largely because he is the 
head of it; the National Foreign Trade 
Council is a body of considerable influence. 
But can any good 
republican 
suggest a 
more heretical set of resolutions from the 
standpoint 
of a politician, 
than these to 
which he has set his name? 
And can any 
practical politician imagine anything more 
nonsensical than a proposal that this gov­ 
ernment tell Europe that her debt to us 
w|ll not be made crushing? 
Mr. Farrell 
speaks as a business man, not as a republi 
can, and he is not a politician. 
He knows, 
of course, that the votegetters at Washing­ 
ton will pay not the slightest attention to 
his advice. 
But, 
on 
the 
principle that 
“every little bit helps," each utterance of 
this sort from such a source is of value and 
contributes something to the education of 
public opinion, which is the only cure for 
demagogues after all.

Knives were not the only things 
early men made from flint and other 
kinds of stone. 
Not by any means! 
Knives were handy in the skinning 
of animals, in the pointing uf sticks, 
and so forth. 
But what if ou« want­ 
ed to cut a good-sized limb from a 
tree? 
It would nave been a mighty 
hard job to do it with one of those 
stone knives. 
So people invented the Ax.

DRY AMENDMENT 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10 — DctouncU- 
!ion of the prohibition amendment 
was general last night at a meeting 
of the Society of Medical Jurispru­ 
dence, at the Academy of Medicine. 
While no formal action was taken by 
the members present, the chairman. 
Dr. Thomas C. Chalmers, announc­ 
ed at the close of the discussion that 
“it seems something is wrong some­ 
where and something must be done.” 
Taking part in the discussion him­ 
self Dr. Chalmers asserted that pro­ 
hibition had made bartenders of the 
medical profession. He said that he. 
for one, however, did not accept the 
power Congress granted to the pro­ 
fession enabling it to write prescrip* 
i tions for patients. 
“According to Congress, we are 
permitted to subscribe one pint to a 
patient every ten days,’* Dr. Chalm­ 
ers said. “Some patients, if they are 
used to drinking liquor, must have 
& large aomunt, or a commensurate 
amount, If they get pneumonia. Alco­ 
hol has been accepted by the profes­ 
sion as necessary in the cure of 
pneumonia, and if we

In the firefly the light merely shines 
through the skin, which is transparent 
Certain cells near the skin are devised 
especially for producing light 
These cells are filled with a lumin­ 
ous substance which, when the proper 
chemical reaction takes place, glows 
brilliantly. 
Scientists 
have 
devoted 
much re­ 
search to analyze the substance that 
produces this glow, 
but the ultimate 
chemical composition is highly com­ 
plex and more or less of a mystery. 
Scientists likewise have made a de­ 
tailed examination of these light-pro­ 
ducing organs and have found that the 
cells are very 
complicated 
and very 
beautifully designed. 
Men of learning say “the light cells 
proper 
are 
often equipped with 
re­ 
flectors, lenses, 
opaque 
screens and 
color screens.” 
So everything that man has devised 
te perfect his artificial light-giving ap­ 
paratus has existed millions of years 
In these light-producing organisms on 
a small but perfect scale. 
Why has nature provided these little 
creatures with lights?
